Cehlmp,  ajj4  tho  German  Foreign  Hl.nietor,  Mr.  Jorchim  von  Hithentrcp, 
Bl^ne'l  an  agreeat^nt  botw.^en  .’apan  rrJ  Gormany  coaocrning  ecoaoitic  co¬ 
operation  a»id  on  the  8r>a*»  d£<y  at  ilcra  the  Jrppneee  Chp-rge  d^Affelres, 
I'jr.  Shunichi  K/tee,  bMd  Ihc  Italian  ^oroign  Nlnietcr,  Coimt  Ga?.leniio 
Ciano,  signed  an  agzeeadnt  on  eoonoatc  co-operation  hetueen  Japan  and 
Italy. 


Theeo  agroononts  poaeeufl  the  eaao  period  of  validity  as  tho 
Tripartite  Pact,  the  purpceo  of  which  they  rxe  to  Bubetrjitiato 
in  the  field  of  oconony.  In  this  respect  they  m;'  bo  considered 
p.B  the  extencion  and  re-inf orcociont  of  tl.e  I’ripartito  Piict.  Japan, 
Gercany  and  Italy  havo  constantly  boon  Btrongthening  their  political 
co-operotion  eeta-blialied  by  tho  Tripartite  A'.ct  and  new,  by  concluding 
those  agreements,  they  intend,  to  prosocato  vrar  againnt  their  common 
enemy  through  the  fcrmulaiion  of  a  gn  ni  economic  pJ.m  cirA  by 
employing  the  total  combined  strength  cf  tho  two  great  economic 
ephrreo  of  Greater  ia;jt  Asi-i  etmI  Sorooe  oxd,  at  the  ecme  tLre,  to  lay 
the  foimdntion  for  peema-iont  economic  co-eperation  between  thece 
spheres  after  the  war.  The  rgroemoi.tn  prc/ide  for  the  acceleration  of 
extensive  exchange  cf  varioue  kindo  of  economic  gooda  and  aeir/icoB  and 
also  for  co-operaticn  regarding  all  mr.tters  pertainiiig  to  oconomy  end 
f inance.

By  co:icludln^  the  Irlprrtito  PpxJt  on  September  27,  1940, 

Jnpmi,  Oerueny,  and  Italy,  recognizing  rr^  recpoctirg  the  lec^der- 
ehip  of  Jflio.''n  in  Oronter  Faet  Ad 'a  and  th#>.t  of  Gormr.ny  and  Italy 
In  Europe  in  the  oBtabllaiK-^nt  of  o  new  order,  oled^ed  among 
thomeolvoe  to  stand  by  rnd  co-  operate  \flth  one  aiiOther.  The 
treaty  is  the  propelling  force  of  ari  epochal  nature  for  the 
construction  of  a.  n-jv  world  order  which  is  priauirlly  aimed  at 
establlohlng  permanent  jwaco.  Vfr.erever  this  force  hns  exercised 
its  dynojnlo  ijifluonce  the  vrorV:  of  constixicllng  a  nov  ox'der  in 
Greater  East  adIp.  and  Eiuropo  has  stoedlly  produced  concroto 
results. 

Tho  economic  pgrecacuts  which  have  Just  been  concluded  aro 
agroomeuts  which  give  concrete  exorooslcn  to  the  soirit  of  the 
Tripartite  Pact  In  the  field  of  econoiry.  Tho  fpxt  that  these 
agreenents  havo  been  concluded  is  in  Itself  a  demcnetration  that 
the  construction  of  the  new  order  ia  being  farther  substantiated 
and  that  economic  collaboration  aro.nf  tho  throe  Powers  will 
honcoforth  be  rendered  Increasingly  clocor. 

In  addition,  those  p.greenents  bring  to  on  end  an  oxolftltativo 
economic  system  with  ^dlich  the  United  States  and  Britain  nave 
endeavoured  to  dominate  the  world  under  tnoir  monopolistic  control 
and  havo  opened  the  wey  for  tho  direct  settlement  of  accounte 
between  Jaean  axid  Gericanj'  and  JsQtJi  luid  Itody,  another  fact  which 
is  of  very  groat  significance. 

It  is  cy  firm  conviction  that  the  co-operrtlon  emorg  these 
three  Powers  lii  both  tho  spiritual  end  material  spheres  will 
thereby  be  further  enhanced  in  strength  and  that  it  will  not  only 
contribute  ■oowerfully  toward  the  x-roeeoution  of  tho  war  but  .tlso 
to  the  completion  after  tho  waj  of  the  graiid  undertaking  of 
establishing  the  new  v.'Orld  truly  based  on  falrnoss  and  rightoousness.

In  addition,  those  p.greenents  bring  to  an  end  an  erolbltative 
economic  system  with  ^/hich  the  Ualtod  States  and  Britain  nave 
endeavoured  to  dominate  the  world  under  taoir  monopolistic  control 
and  have  opened  the  wry  for  tho  direct  cettlement  of  accounts 
bdtwoen  Jp.paa  pad  Germany  and  JapfJX  and  ItrJ..v,  another  fact  which 
is  of  very  great  significance. 

It  is  my  firs  conviction  that  the  co-operction  emong  these 
three  Powers  in  both  tho  splrituul  pad  material  spheres  will 
thereby  be  furthor  enhanced  la  strength  and  that  it  wi-ll  not  only 
contribute  ■oov/erfully  toward  the  procecution  of  tho  war  but  r-dso 
to  the  completion  after  tho  wpjt  of  the  grand  undertaking  of 
establishing  the  new  world  truly  based  on  fairness  pnd  righteousness. 
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
